After successfully raising $150,000 for 
the Waterside Mall initiative, 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
(SWNA) is now calling for ideas from 
the community on the future of the Mall 
and surrounding areas. 


The initiative was triggered by the deci¬ 
sion of the US Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) to move all of 
its 4,500 workers from the 
Waterside Mall to the Reagan Building 
in the Federal Triangle. This 
will leave Waterside Mall without its 
largest tenant and have a 
potentially devastating effect on the 
Southwest economy and community. 
ULI, a nonprofit organization, is a

nationally known and highly prestigious 
„think tank: that specializes in advising 
neighborhoodgroups on development 
and revitalization. Several years ago, it 
completed a study of the Anacostia 
Gateway that is now being 
implemented. 

Scores of Southwest neighborhood 
businesses, condominiums and 
co-operatives, churches, and private citi¬ 
zens have contributed funds to 
support the SWNA initiative. 
Congresswoman Eleanor Holmes 
Norton, a vigorous supporter of the ini¬ 
tiative, has written to the heads of EPA 
and the General Services Administration 
(GSA), asking them to co-sponsor 
the study, but to date has not received 
an official response. EPA and 
GSA are the only organizations contact¬ 
ed in the effort that have not yet 
contributed, though EPA has indicated 
an interest in contributing to and 
co-sponsoring the study.

Smith, who founded and led 
Perseverance Theatre in Juneau for the 
past 19 years, will accept the post at the 
end of the season, beginning in July of 
1998. "I've been at Perseverance 
Theatre for 19 years and it's been the 
most important place for me as an artist," 
Smith said. "Now it's time for me to enter 
a new phase in my life." 

Smith who has committed herself 
throughout her leadership at 
Perseverance to bringing Alaskan voices 
to the stage, said she will continue her 
vital relationship with Alaska.

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| ARE WE RUSHING TO JUDGMENT ON A PROPOSED 
MALL STUDY ON THE SW COMMUNITY? 


The last two issues of The Southwester contained front page sto¬ 
ries of aproposed Waterside Mall and Waterfront Study and how 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly (SWNA) has organized 
the project to raise the needed $100,00 from the community. I 
applaud SWNA’s efforts and intentions to preserve and enhance 
the community's land values, protect the business services and 
retain and improve the quality of our life in the southwest neigh¬ 
borhood. However, a word of caution to the community about 
proceeding ahead too quickly, too blindly and too naively. In 
fact, the community might want to consider a slow- down, 
impose a temporary postponement on the community fundrais¬ 
ing effort and re-evaluate its objectives, intentions, and methods 
to achieve acceptable goals for all of the southwest community. 
One, while it was reported by The Southwester writer that at the 
I communitymeeting on September 30th the "SW residents 
approved the project in a resounding and unanimous ’aye’ vote," 
in fact, there was minimal discussion or debate on the issue at 
all. The matter had already been decided by the Mall committee 
arid a SWNA Board vote at two separate smaller meetings on 
September 3 and 8 (as reported by your paper). 

Two, the Southwester writer also stated that the committee had 
already decided on a strategy "to ensure that the federal govern¬ 
ment continue to anchor the Waterside Mall"Xin order to "retain 
existing businesses and attract new commercial investment" 

Who determined these goals? Maybresidents want more residen¬ 
tial buildings? Maybe they don't want the federal government to 
occupy the building? Maybe southwester don't even want a 
mall? Have the residents even determined what they want or the 
outcomes they expect? 

(Three, why was not a matter involving $100,000 of community 
money, and sponsored by a civic association of citizen volun¬ 
teers, put out for bid?After all, we might be able to save the 
community additional monies as well as assuring fairness and 
openness to the process! And we live in a town where the feder¬ 
al and District governments live and die by the bidding 
process. 

Four, Washington, D.C. has many local universities and organi¬ 
zations with urban departments and urban planners and students 
obtaining undergraduate and graduate degrees in this field. Why 
not tap into our residential resources and simultaneously provide 
students and staff an excellent opportunity to help our communi¬ 
ty and gain valuable experience at the sametime? 

Five, has the SWNA Mall committee provided its southwest 
residents proof of what the Urban Land Institute (ULI) has 
accomplished? Where and what are their results? Who are their 
preferences? Who are the 77 ULI board members that are devel¬ 
opers who have contributed $50,000 each to belong to 
the Urban Land Institute? 

Six, the SWNA president kept referring to an invited speaker to 
theSeptember 30 meeting who could testify to the ULI's effec¬ 
tiveness but did not show up to talk. His name is Butch 
Hopkins, the Executive Director of the Anacostia Development 
Association. Mr. Hopkins also represents the Portal Sites' con¬ 
sortium, the large four year old office building complex 
on 12th & Maine Streets, SW (across from the Blue Cross build¬ 
ing). Mr. Hopkins and the Portal Sites' track record with the SW 



community is highly questionable. The Portal Sites has continu¬ 
ally failed to comply with itspromises to the community. In 
addition, our local ANC 2D is highly critical 
of Mr. Hopkins and the Portal Sites' failure to meet its promises 
to the community. 

Seven, one week after the Portal Sites indicated to the SWNA 
that they would consider contributing to the ULI study they 
requested and received supportive testimony from an officer of 
the SWNA and an active leader of the mall study committee 
(both testified as individuals and not on behalf of their respec¬ 
tive groups) at a DC Council hearing to grant the Portal Sites a 
height extension beyond the law to increase the size of the 
Portal Site's building. Our community leaders should be making 
efforts to avoid any appearance of impropriety. 

Eight, monies annually allocated for other southwest social pro 
If jects, youth activities, mother or child services, housing needs, 
etc. may lose out with corporate and other contributions being 
"reallocated" to the SWNA/ULI Waterside Mall Study 
Nine, the contributions of the Waterside Mall developers, 

Bresler & Reiner, and other southwest businesses to contribute 
monies to the mall study are all fine and good, but the commu- 
^ nity should recognize the self-interest element involved for these 
businesses as well. How ironic that Bresler & Reiner could be 
given center stage and be treated so respectfully by the SWNA 
at the community meeting after the developer's thirty years of 
neglect and indifference to the community and mail's problems. 
Ten, one also has to question why the goal to raise so much 
(money ($100,000), and have it come directly from the SW com¬ 
munity, is that necessary! Why is the ULI's crash-course of 
quick expertise visits so necessary, why the bulk of its money 
has to go to travel, lodging, on-site expenses, printing report 
costs and administration, and, most importantly, 
what ULI is going to tell the community that we don't know 
already or cannot find out ourselves in a less expensive arid 
more highly ethical way. 

One gets the impression that this southwest mall study project is 
operating totally out of sequence, that it is being pushed too 
quickly upon the community before south westers can even 
decide what is, in fact, really desired and needed for our com¬ 
munity's well-being!

| Brian Moore has the right to express his opinion but we feel it is 
| important that the Task Force also express its views of the actions 
| we have taken. The numbered paragraphs below respond to those 
| in Brian Moore's letter. 

1 

| One, Moore is correct. The Waterside Mall & Waterfront Task 
| Force (WMWTF) and SWNA Board of Directors had already ini- 
| tiated the project. They had every right to do so. The September 
| meeting was to inform the community, and there was a time for 
| questions. Had there been a substantial negative reaction (and 
1 there was none) to the plan, the Board would certainly have recon- 
| sidered its decision to move ahead. We were gratified by the affir- 
| mative response. 

1 Two, the contracted study, by outside and objective experts in 
| urban development, starts with no preconcieved notions. The 
| WMWTF recogniced the fact that our problems needed the exper- 
| tise of several different professionals. We wanted to get an objec- 
| tive report by a variety of experts on what would be most feasible 
1 for the Mall and the Waterfront to best meet the needs of our 
| Southwest community. Several stories in the Southwester and 
| many conversations with neighborhood residents elicited many 
1 ideas of what people would like in the Mall. After a year of meet- 
lings, visits to federal and D.C. officials and planners the Task 
| Force decided that no DC consulting group would be able to be as 
| expert and objective as the Urban Land Institute (ULI).

| During the first week in March when the eight ULI panel mem- 
| bers will be here,they will have read an extensive briefing book, 

| had a site visit and a day and a half of interviews with over a 
hundred residents, federal, D.C. and local business, education and 
| service people. 

| Three, Moore's questions were posed to the WMWTF by.the 
| SWNA Board of Directors last summer and were satisfactorily 
| answered before the Board decided to move forward. 

I Four, we know of no one who could effectively assemble and 
| manage such a consortium of outside experts. We considered uni- 
| versities and decided that any study by a university would have to 
| fit with the university schedule which would necessarily be much 
1 slower. Since EPA people are already moving ,and any transition 
| takes a long time, we felt this beginning planning must bedone as 
| quickly as possible. 

We expect the publicity and intensity of the one week ULI 
| effort in Southwestwill provide the necessary incentive and 
I momentum to get action from all themultiple forces which must 
cooperate in order to have something really happen 
| after the panel leaves 

1 Five, similar study projects completed by the non-profit Urban 
| Land Institute were discussed at the September meeting, and 
| copies of the resulting reports were available for review. Cities 
| which ULI has studied include Los Angeles, St. Louis, 

§ Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, San Antonio, Texas, as well as many 
I others. The Department of Defense has employed ULI to develop 
I several base-closing studies. 

• Six, Moore's comment is unrelated to the present ULI study.

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Letter from the Editor 

In late December, many of our readers received a newsletter inside of their 
Sunday Washington Post. It was for the Southwest Distribution Service and 
was entitled, ‘The Southwester.” It had a small disclaimer, “Not affiliated with 
the A.N.C publication by the same name.”

The 
Washington Center for Photography 
is also interested in 3, 000 square feet 
of space for exhibits, teaching 


and dark rooms. A caterer has 
expressed an interest in using the 
cafeteria for catering, a cooking school 
and a coffee shop. There will 
be approximately a 6,000 square foot 
art gallery for changing exhibits. 

An artists’ hotel is to be a part of this 
new endeavor for out-of-town 
guest artists. 

There are 3 parking areas and it is only 
a 5-minute walk to the 
Waterside Mall Metro Station (Green 
Line) and a 12-minute walk from the 
Federal Center, SW Metro (Orange/Blue 
Line). 

Bill Wooby has long had a reputation as 
someone who has supported fund 
raisers, charity benefits, artists both 
well-known and the unknown.
